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ALLIED ARMIES IN ITALY SMASH 
OUT FURTHER GAINS ON CENTRAL 
SECTOR IN DRIVE FOR POSITIONS 


Germans Driven from the Strategic Town of Torella — 
Enemy Cleared Out of Castelmauro — Riardo Cap­ 
tured On the Trans-Peninsular Front

ALGIERS. Oct. 28--A ll ied armies 
in Italy sm ash ed out L u t h e r gains 
on the central sector of the battle­ 
front today in a drive for positions 
from which to loose an ass a u lt on 
the ne w Nazi de fe nse line s tret ch ­ 
ing east from Mondragone to Vasto 
on the Adriatic coast. 
In bitter fighting north of San 
Stefano the Eighth Army drove the 
Germans from the strategic town of 
Torella. 
Headquarters of Gen. Dw igh t D. 
Ei senhower announced that Ca s tel­ 
mauro,

Army troops and that Mafalda also 
is iii Allied hands.

The Fifth Army, despite the re­ 
turn of unfavorable weather which 
restricted operations, gained addi­ 
tional Important high ground north 
of Ravisoaniu west ot the Masstco 
ridge.
